WHY THE TAXES ARE HIGH. 


A correspondent points out that the cost of 
carrying on the schools and colleges of the coun 
try does not look so imposing when it is compared 
with the amounts which are spent for tobacco, 
soft drinks theatre tickets and automobiles.
